\ We listened to a rather interesting radio discussion a short 
time ago, in which the question was asked as to whether modern 
sport developed sportsmanship. It was the unanimous conclus- 
ion of the speakers that the current commercialization which 
has extended into most of our major sports has been detrimental 
to the sportmanship existing among players and between teams. 

The Editor had, for many years, close ‘connection with an- 
nual sports days, and can vouch for the fact ‘that among sports- 
‘men we often find an overanxiety for what they call a “square 
deal.” Often what seems an unimportanf/irregularity in the con- 
duct of a sporting event can arouse great indignation on the 
part of those who feel they have been unjustly treated, and often 


acrimonious and resounding quarrels may find their origin in 


some apparently insignificant detail. 

It appears in this case that the will to win is greater than 
the desire to play. That the honor of victory is rated higher than 
the desire for clean and good play. That the desire for “justice” 
is stronger than the yen for honor and sportmanship. 

Of course this may have is origin in the way in which base- 
ball is played in the United States (Here’s we're reallly getting 
in deep water), where the umpire has to keep out of bottle- 
range of wear a suit of armor. Or perhaps it is just a result 
of the aggressiveness of our modern age. Rather, we feel it may 
be due to a feeling that winning is the whole objective of the 
game. This subjection of sportmanship to the desire to win has 
the natural resiilt of making players very jealous of their rights 
and having a tendency to .push farther and farther into the 
background the old idea of “the game is the thing.” ~ 

There is another feature that has brought this situation 


about, and that is the attitude of the people on the bleachers. . 


most crowds seem to retain the bloodthirstiness which has been 
one of man’s undesirable features since cave men attacked one 
another with knotted clubs to the delight of their aboriginal 
audiences. Civilization, it was hoped had pushed these in-

. AN ELECTION ISSUE 


A worthwhile election issue would be the old age pension 


setup. The public has been growing more and more conscious of 
the fact that there while our present old age pension arrange- 
ments may be far superior to what existed before their estab- 
lishment, there are a number of points in connection with pen- 
sions. which should be changed or modified. , 

We always hesitate to use such words as “iniquitous” ‘in 
our Editorial column, but the “means test” in its present form 
could well be the subject of some rather potent adjectives. 

We have already lost subscribers for saying that the present 
means test virtually forced applicants for old age pensions into a 
position where they had to tell falsehoods. This may not apply 
to all old age pensioners, of course, but in very many cases 
transfers of property and manipulations of funds have been re- 
quired at a judicious time before the pension age is reached— 
and care must be taken by relatives in extending assistance, 
and. very needed assistance to old age pensioners, lest their 
pensions be adversely affected by such aid. ° 

+ . Were the pension in an amount sufficient to maintain even 


a moderate standard of living, strict regulations might be justi- © 


fied—but this is not the case. 

The maximum amount that a pensioner can obtain is about 
$40.00 per month—and who can maintain themselves in any 
measure of comfort at this figure? 

We've often thought that if we called upon our members 
of parliament and our civil servants to live for a few months un- 
der present conditions on the amount they allow old age pen- 
sioners their attitude regarding these pensions would be con- 
siderably changed. ; 

So we would suggest that either a considerable modification 
of the means test, or a substantial increase in old age pensions 
should be made an issue in the coming election.

IF ALL MEN WERE GODS 

The British Government, ,with its 
urge to took after every detail of hu- 
man life, has decided to move some ot 
its citizens from some of the more 
crowded industrial areas to “satellite” 
towns grouped about these areas. As 
a housing scheme it seems. to be ad- 
mirabie, but it also presents a prop- 
lem, & problem that is human rather 
than economic, It has been easier to 
move the Englishmari’s castle than it 
has been to move his pub. 

After a good deal of scratching.cf 
official heads over the problem. the 
government decided that, for the good 
of all—which doesn’t by any means 
coincide with the will of all—they 
should provide the necessary pubs and 
operate them under what is knewn as 
the “Carlisle Plan,” which put the 
pubs of Carlisle unde*t Home Office 
control, had worked very well.

Some even become indignant and 
ask the staff to be more careful in the 
future. 

But there 
is not a printer alive who does not 
wish he could put out an errorless is- 
sue. He tries harder and harder but 
it never comes to pass.

The reason 
is simple, Under state ownership the 
publican had ceased to be a host and 
had become a public servant, unafraid 
of competition and uninterested in the 
happiness and «well-being of his cus- 
tomers; having, indeed, no need to 
keep them as customers.

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It is with interést and longing that 
I have noted that Mr. Simonson, Supt. 
of Schools, and the Star-Chronicle 
scribe have in successive issues of 
this paper opened up the subject of a 
school building program for the town 
of Wainwright. I, naturally, feel that 
the subject is timely and the suggested 
project commendable, so I must add 
my voice to what the above two have 
already said. 


First, let me explain the present sit- 
uation in our school. Bleven class- 
rooms are now distributed among four 
buildings. In addition there is the 
Manual Training shop. Fortunately, 
these buildings are so grouped that ‘no 
great effort. is required to go from one 
to another unless the journey must be 
repeated several times a day in tnvle- 
ment -weather, as it now is for several 
groups. 

Two of th school buildings, the so- 
called Bloomington School that hous- 
es grate I, and the three-roomed grey 
school on the east, are temporary (7) 
structures, The former is not on a 
proper foundation; neither has a base- 
ment; both are warmed by circulating 
heaters. Many of you who have attend- 
ed rural schools will remember . how 
you used to huddle about the stove. in 
the middle of the room when the tem- 
perature got below zero. You can, there 
fore, picture the conditions in three of 
our classrooms and in the, Home Ec- 
onomics laboratory. The floors are cold 
My feet have become unpleasantly 
cold in one of these rooms-after but 
two class periods. The students must 
wear overshoes and sometimes over- 
coats “luring school hours, The par- 
gnts who have had children in these 
rooms know the effect on the health 
of those who must use them, The cor- 
ridors in which the students hang 
their cloaks are not heated, and the 
temperature approaches that of out- 
of-doors. They are narrow and have 
very poor floors, The lighting in the 
classrooms is inadequate. 

In other respects the above rooms 
are quite satisfactory. They are large. 
The window lighting ie far superior 
to that in the large brick school. 

This brick school is the last word in 
antiquity. It has large drafty corridors, 
It has very high ceilings around which 
most of the heat seems to collect. But 
its chief defect is the smallness of the 
windows. They are high up, so_ that 
Studenis cannot see out unless. they 
stand on tip-toe. It definitely gives the 
impression of a prison, and inevitably 
has an undesirable psychological ef- 
fect upon the inmates.

BACK-SLOPED ROADS 
You bave heara a great deal of dis- 


‘ ouesioa during the past few years with 


regards to the building of back-sloped 
roads in the M.D. of Wainwright No. 
61. In fact one councillor, with the co- 
operation of a -few farmers, went s0 
far as to build one mile of such a road 
as a demonstration. This particular 
road has received some very satisfac- 
tory criticism of late, enpcctally after 
the serious snow. condition of the 
winter 1947-48. Since the recent snows 
it is holding its own as an all-weather 
road. 


Advantages:— 
When we first speak of back-sloped 


roads, there are a few advantages that 
should be considered over an ordinary 


' High-Grade road. The following are 


what we consider to be some‘ of the 

advantages of a back-sloped road; 

(1) A more open road fot winter travel 

(2) A safer road to drive on. 

(8) Road-side can be seeded down to 
control weeds. 

(4) Growth in ditches can be mowed 
more easily. ‘ 

(6) Approximately 144 acres of 
gained per half mile on each side 
of road. : 

(6) Attractive hay meadow can be es- 
tablished. 

(7) Far more attractive road in gen- 

eral and more economical to the M.D. 

The. above advantages are just some 
of many more which you may think 
of after reading this column. 

The Council passed a resolution a 
while «co after receiving a recommen- 
‘Aaation from the Agricultural Service 
Board to back-slope all roads where 
it is considered practical, and to as- 
sume the cost of all dirt werk and seed 
img down to a recommended grass mix 
ture, providing the farmers along 
whose !and the road gots, will remove 


all fences, brush, rock and any ob- 


structions for a distance of sixteen 
(16) feet back from their property 
line to provide adequate back-sloping. 

After the dirt-work is complete, a 
proper seed bed is prepared and then 
seeded down to an approved mixture 
of ‘grasses,anid legumes, The road is 
constructed so that ‘all growth can be 
mowed with the minimum amount of 
trouble. With the growth of grasses 
and legumes that can be expected, the 
weed growth is reduced to a mere 


‘ nothing. The road-side .ming mowed 


in the fall and the ditch being so con- 
atructed, there is a free sweep of the 
snow over the grade. Only in severe 
cases will the snow pile up to hinder 
free travel most of the winter months. 
Thus the cost of snow-plowing is re- 
duced to a minimum. 

The road being so constructed that 
seeding is done from 16 feet inside the 
property line to the shoulder of the 
about 
1%, acres of grass land per half mile, 
thus a further acreage could be seed- 
ed down inside the property providing 
a practical and attractive hay meadow 

A movement is underfoot now, 
whereby farmers will be encouraged ‘tu 
plant a row of trees some 125 feet back 
from.the property line, to eventually 
become a natural snowfence and save 
the expense of artificial snow-fence, 
in this way provide funds for further 
back-sloping of roads. A road 80 con- 
structed becomes a far safer end more

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Hoary Cress is' a persistant, deeply 
rooted perennial weed. The plants 
grow to a height of from one to, two 
feet, with upright stems, and numerous 
branches if not too closely crowded. 
Stems and leaves are, usually covered 
with fine hairs. The leaves are oval in 
shape, with distinct branching veins 
and regular edges. The.flowers are 
small and white, only about an eighth 
of an inch in width with 4 petals, They 
are arranged in tufts at the ends of

Seed pods form abun- 
dantly in clusters, each pod being a 
ptwo lobed sack and bearing a_ short 
spine at the top. The. roots penentrate 
deeply, are tough and woody in tex- 
ture, and send out creeping root stocks 

Wherever Hoary Cress becomes es- 
tablished it takes complete possession 
of the soil, crowding out, all other 
plants. It propagates by both root 
stocks and seed. . 


TESTING FARM ; 
SEED SUPPLIES 

To provide western farmers with 
complete and reliable information as 
to the quality and value of their own 
grain for seeding purposes, the Line 
Elevator Companies, sponsors of the 
Farm Service Department, operate, at 
no small cost to themselves, a cereal 
seed testing laboratory noted for effi- 
clency and dependability. Farmers are 
invited to make the maximum use of it 

This vear, Line Elevators Farm Ser- 
vice will again undertake to make the 
following tests, free of charge, on farm 
ers’ seed samples of wheat, oats, .bar- 
ley, rye and flax: (1) Germination. (2) 
Smut end other seed-borne diseases. 
(3) Weed seed content. (4) Purity of 
vatiety. (5) Mechanical seed injury. 

Farmers are invited to deliver seed 
samples for testing to their nearest 
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Line Elevator Agent, as soon as pos- 
sible, and to instruct him as to which 
tests are required. The samples must 


consist of at least 4 ounces and not 
more than 6 ounces ‘of clean seed. We 
urge farmers to be sure to submit 
samples which are truly representative 
of the lot of seed to be tested. Country 
grain buyers will provide clean seed 
envelopes, and will forward the sam- 
ples to Line Elevators Farm Service, 
Winnipeg. , 


TWO NEW CEREALS 
WELL DISTRIBUTED 

The successful distribution achieved 
in 1948 of Saunders and Rédman 
wheat gave considerable satisfaction* 
to the Cereal Division, Expcrimenta) 
Farms Service, Dominion Department 
of Agriculture. 

Saunders, which does best in the 
area extending from central Alberta 
‘north to the Peace River district, is 
a high-yielding, early maturing spring 
wheat variety. It eould hardly have 
come at a better time either, since it 
provides the perfect alternative for 
farmers who will be getting out of Red 
Bobs, now that the decision to degrade 
Red Bobs. has been announced. 

Redmen, which is most suited to 
Manitoba and eastern Saskatchewan 
ig also high-yielding and offers ‘more 
resistance to leaf rust than other var- 
ieties. It is also more drought resistant 
than Regent, which is tiie dominant 
variety in that area at the present 
time, ; ‘ : 

Sufficient stocks of Saunders and 
Redman seed are now avhilable in the 
areas mentioned and represent two 
more victories won by the’ cerealists 
in their long struggle against drought, 
disease and insects. 

_ The cerealists improved their posi- 
tion in that struggle during the year, 
too, by enlarging their base of opera- 
tions at Lethbridge, Alta. Lethbridge 
now has a full-fledged cereal breeding 
laboratory where the plant breeders 


in full cooperation with the entomolog 
ists and plant pathologists. This marks 
another’ step in the closer cooperation 
and integration of the work of the Ex- 
perimental Farms and Science bran- 
ches. 

One of the first problems to be tack- 
led at Lethbridge will be the develop- 
ment of a new winter wheat variety 
which will exhibit greater winter hard 
iness, higher quality and: which will 
produce a better quality pastry flour. 


—_—— 
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A satisfactory method of eradication 
of this weed has not been found as yet. 
Five years‘ summérfallow has failed to 
kill it out, and plants have been fouhd 
on land that has been blacked out 


with Sodium Chlorate for three years. 
Persistance in cutting up’ the root 
growth ‘and not letting the plants go 
to seed is the only method of contro) 
that is known, but to date it is, only a 
method of control, not eradication, 


HATCH YOUR CHICK 
EARLY FOR PROFIT 

Progressive poultrymen favour. the 
brooding of early hatched chicks for 
sound economic reasons. Chief among 
these is the obvious fact that early 
hatched pullets will be the late sum- 
mer and fall producers of market eggs 
which to the commercial egg producer 
means more profit since this is the 
period gf low supply and higher prices. 
The same reasoning applies to the 
rearing of early cockerels which can 
be marketed while the demand is keen 
and prices high, says H. J. West, Dom- 
inion Experimental Station, Lacombe, 
Alta. N : 

Such a plan is also economical in 
the use of labour since it comes during 
the somewhat slack period before 
spring work and gardening claim at- 
tention. As a result, better care is 
taken of these chicks than would be 
the case for those latched later in the 
season. Coupled with this is the gen- 
eral observation that more efficient 
and effective operation oY brooder 
stoves is possible during cold weather, 
particularly if the brooder house is 
well insulated. 

Brooder equipment may be more ec- 
onomically used .if two groups of 
chicks, one in Februafy and one ih 
May, are reared. Many of those who 
rear early hatched pullets follow the 
practice of purchasing turkey poulis 
or cockerels in May when the early 
chicks are on range. his corsiderably 
extends the length of time the brood- 
er equipment Is in use and thus. min- 
imizes the cost per bird for this por- 
tion of the overhead expenses. 

Heavy losses from. coccidiosis are 
less likely to occur in early  hatchea 
chicks since cold weather has an inhib- 
iting effect on the development of co- 
ecidia oocysts. 

Rearing chicks in cold weather calls 
for a higher degree of efficiency than 
would the rearing of late chicks. The 
extra expense is justified and soon re- 
turned in the form of greater net pro- 
fits. However, proper tse and care of 
equipment must be taken{if the best 
results are to be expected. The chief 
abuse in this respect is over-crowding 
of the brooder house. A building 10 
feet by 12 feet should not be expected 
to accommodate more than 240 chicks 
up to & weeks of age and half this 
number for the full growing period. 


REGISTERED SEED 
MORE PROFITABLE 

Seldom in the:history of farming in 
the. Prairie Provinces have farmers 
had such a fine opportunity to obtain 
good seed at reasonable prices as they 
have at the present time. A large sur- 
plus of registered seed in 1948 has 
caused seed growers to voluntarily re-

duce prices of registered seed to com- 
paratively low levels. Farmers there- 
fore who have any doubts regarding 
the purity, of their stocks would Wo 
well to consider replacing’ a portion. of 
these with good registered seed. 
Registered secd means a guarantee 
of high variety purity, soundness, free 
dom from disease as well as freedom 
from weed seeds. Off-types and, ad- 
mixtures in a grain field are often the 
source of reduced yield and lowered 
grade.

It pays to use commer- 
cial laying mashes.

Seeds will 
not germinate in the fall hence preven 
tion. of seed setting is the chief method 
of control. Summerfallow or green feed 
crops are recommended.

cleaned thoroughly with a. scraper. 
The nex, step is to soak the floor wittr 
water for a day or more to loosen any 
remaining litter. Then, using plenty of 
water and a coarse brush, wash the 
floor until the last trace of dirt is re- 
moved. When the fioor ts completely 
clean, apply a strong lye solution to 


destroy any mites which can with- 
stand frost in the floor cracks. The’ 
roosts, roost supporters: and walls 


should be painted with crank case oi) 
to a height of about one foot above 
the floor. If applying whitewash, do 
not use salt in the mixture. 

The roosts in the range’ shelter must 
be seraped and then washed and the 
under-structure ‘cleaned of all adher- 
ing droppings. Paint the roosts and 
under-structure with used crank: case 
oll, making sute all cracks and corners 
are well covered.

5. Department of Agricu!tural 
4 Engineering 


Engineering has influenced greatly 
the development of Agriculture. The 
Profession of Agricultural Engineer- 
ing is comparatively new. In fact, it 
may be looked upon as a product o 
this century. It has been defined as 
the Art and Science of Engineering ap- 
plied to Agriculture.' The scope 
this field covers Farm Buildings, Farm 
Power, Farm Machinery, Farm Electri 
fication. and In some places Soil and 
Water-Contro]. and ‘Conservation. At 
the University of Alberta, courses are 
available to Agricultural students in 
Farm Buildings, Farm Machinery, and 
Farm Motors. A brief outline of the 
objectives of each course might be of 
interest. 

‘The course in Farm Buildings pro- 
vides an opportunity for training in 
draughting, elementary surveying, and 
the planning of farm buildings. 


The Farm Machinery Course invol- 
ves a study of all lines of tillage, seea- 


‘lars, about 250 per cent of 


REV. H. ROSENRE, Pastor ing, fertilizing, harvesting and thresh- 
; ing machinery. It is ‘not practical to 
study the various machines’ without 
considering the kind of work each 
should be expected to do and how 
each may be able.to fit In to bes 
farm practice adapted to the various 
sections of the Province. 


The course in Fatm Motors includes 
a etudy of the source and application 
of mechanical power on the farm,. the 
object being to enable the student to 
become familiar with the fundamental 
principles of the internal: combustion 
engine (valve timing; carburetors, ig- 
nition, etc.), the study of fuels, and 
the testing of engines on the Hydraul- 
ic Dynamometer. 

Members of the department have 
cooperated with the Provincial De; 
partment of Agriculture in supplying 
assistance in judging at ploughing 
matches and farm machinery field 
days, and with short courses, and also 
supplied speakers at meetings of Im- 
plément dealers, Land Inspectors, and 
at general meetings organized by the 
Dept. of Extension, University of 
Alberta. Contributions have been made 
through the publication of such Bulle- 
tins, as Plows and Plowing, Ropework 
for the Farm, Binder and Knotted 
Troubles, and real help has been given 
to the farmers of the Province that 
has’ resulted in financial savings in 
the op»ration of machinery in the field 

Considerable time is spent answer- 
ing farmers' questions in letters and 
interviews on special problems on farm 
bulldings, machinery, and power.

The i nvestment ‘in 
buildings and machinery is | steadily 
increasing. The 1946 figures are near- 
ly 100 million higher than 1941, or an 
increase of 40%. The farm requires a 
hich investment in proper buildinge 
and machinery to reduce labor and in- 
crease production. The Department of 
Agricultural Engineering at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta should be equippe< 
to aid and advise farmers along the’ 
lines and the opportunity for research 
into Agricultural _ Engineering | prob- 
lems should be expanded as soon as 
possible to provide a real service to 
the farmers in Alberta.

Speaker, in opening my remarks this 
afternoon I want to extend the usual 
congratulations to the mover and sec- 
onder of ‘the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne.

“Floor prices. for farm products 


sound like a good idea. After all, the 
farmer is entitled to some security. 
Nobody wants to go back to the days 
when the price of wheat was so low 
yi that a farmer's net return for a sea- 
g6n’s crop was less than the) freight 
charges to take it to market. But these 
are not such times. Today food prices 
are the highest in history. . The city 
man, even with a higher cash income, 
finds the cost of living bas wiped out 
his’ gain. The farmer, for’the moment, 
is the man on top. His real earnings 
are higher than they have ever been. 
Yet at this moment of unexampled 
prosperity, taxpayers of the United 
States and of. Canada have to lay out 
money for crops that are not being 
used because they cannot be sojd at 
current prices. Washington has been 


buying potatoes, mountains of them for 


‘two years at a “support price” so high 


that the American consumer has dif- 
ficulty paying for all he needs. Now 
Canada is to do the same thing. 

Western farmers, who have been 
paying off their debts with bumper 
wheat crops, this year’ raiséd more 
flax than anybody wants to buy. Who 
is stuck with the resultant surplus? 
The taxpayer. He is buying it at the 
handsome price of $4 a bushel. These 
devices for maintaining farm income 
might be justifiable if the farmer were 
in trouble. What shall we say of them 
now? : : 

Here's the whole world crying, for 
food. Every acre of land ought to be 
in use for.the needed crops—food that 
ean be stored, shipped, eaten by the 
millions who are starving abroad, So 
long ag governments are willing to buy 
unsaleable crops at boom prices, land 
will bé misused.

Essentially, it's the’ same principle 
that led to the burning of grain, the 
slaughter of sucking pigs and. the plow 
ing under of crops in the 1930's. This 
is economic lunacy and we can't af- 
ford it. 


In my opinion, Mr. Speaker, this 
editorial is journalistic lunacy; and I 


hope the representative of Maclean's 


is in the gallery so he may be able to 


give more information to those unsus- 


pecting people he tried, perhaps delib- 
erately, to mislead in that editorial.

A little 
later the price paid by the millers Went 
to $1.25 and later to $1.55, where I be- 
lieve it still stands, though today 
wheat is selling for $2.20 or $2.25 a 
bushel.’ Who is gbsorbing that subsidy 

Again, net so long ago the then Min- 
ister of Trade and Commerce made the 
statement in this house that the Can- 
adian wheat board would sell wheat 
to all comers at a maximum price of 
$1.55 a’ bushel, At that time wheat 
could have been sold at a much high- 
er price; but the farmers were . paid 
$1.55. Maclean's forgot to tell their 
readers this. During the war years our 
farmers also supplied wheat to dis- 
tillers and others at a subsidized price, 
but Maclean's did not mention that. 
They also forgot to tell their readers 
that back im 1931 and 1932 Canadian 
farmers sold No, 1 northern wheat, the 
best wheat grown in the world at 1914 
cents a bushel. At that time this ed- 
itorial writer did not come around and 
offer to have our rate of interest cut 
from: eight r cent to a more reason- 


able rate of two or three per cent. He}: 


was silent at that time, and'so was 
Maclean's. Perhaps they should give 
some of this information as well to 
their readers, He also forgot to say 
that up to the end of July, 1942, the 
initial price for our wheat was 70 cents 
a bushel basis No. 1 northern Fort 
William, even though at that time we 
had been in the war for three years 
and the farmers were paying exorbi- 
tant prices for the things they had to 
buy. . 

i cannot understand people writing 
editorials like this without giving both 
sides of the story. Then therel is an- 
other item, perhaps small, which com- 
es under the headfhg of the British 
wheat agreement.

the consolidated revenue fund and 
divided among the farmers who del- 
ivered wheat to that pool. : 

While we were selling wheat at 
that price, class Il wheat being sold 
by the wheat'board to countries other 
than Britain brought as high as $3.40 
per bushel. This group initiated the 
demand, now taken up by other groups 
that the government make up the dif- 
ference between those two prices. 
There has been no announcement from 
the government as yet, but before this 
session ends I should Jike the Minister 
of, Agriculture. (Mr. Gardiner) or the 
Minister of Trade and Commerce (Mr. 
Howe) of the Prime Minister (Mr. St. 
Laurent) to tell the country just what 
they intend to do about that money 
which hgs wrongfully been confiscated 
from che prairie farmers. x 

According to the figures given in the 
house by the Minister of Trade and 
Commerce at that time, the farmers 
lost seventy-seven cents per bushel 
on wheat sold during that first crop 
year, 1946-47, amounting to a total of 
$123 million. 

An hoh. Memher: Which year? 

Mr. lair: The 1946-47 crop year. 
During the early days of August of 
last yeargafter the end of the 1947-48 
crop year, newspaper reports were to 
the effect that farmers. had lost ap- 
proximately $1.29 per bushel on the 
last year’s deliveries, I am not say- 
ing those figures are accurate, but 
based on those figures the loss would 
total $206 million, making a grand 
total of $329 million as the apparent 
loss. under the British wheat agree- 
ment up to the end of July 1948, What 
will happen during the 1948 and 1949 
crop years we are not ina position to 
say. As I stated earlier, it would not 
be fair to say now that is a definite 
loss. Unless improved prices are ob- 
tained, however, before the contract 
is terminated, then that must be con- 
sidered a net loss. 

Moreover, many people are not 
aware that our coarse-grain prices 
were vased on the price of wheat un- 
der the British wheat agreement. 
They are not aware, either, that’ the 
price of beef and pork was based on 
the price’ of coarse grains. This whole 
matter can be put down to the price 
of wheat under the British wheat agree 
ment. during the years it has been in 
effect. People are not aware, either, 
that during the war years, when we 


contracted to sell large quantities of} 


beef and pork to Britain, there was a 
guaranteed floor price at the seaboard 
for the packers but not one single bit 
of protection for the producer. On 
many occasions we have asked to have 
this matter straightened out, but we 
have not had any satisfaction so far, 
During the early years of the war 
the farmers were told that, if they 
were content to accept low prices then 
~and we were told about. the need for 
food in other countries which the farm 
ers and their wives and families deli- 
vered in, large quantities: both over- 
seas and at home—they would have 
some guarantee after the war was 
over. The only guarantee the farmer 
has received is the low price being ob- 
tained under the contract. Apparently 
the “have regard” clause of the agree- 
ment does nat carry any weight. Jud- 
ging from newspaper reports, the trip 
of the Minister of Agriculture (Mr. 
Gardincr) to Britain brought no bene- 
fits. The price for the 1949 crop should 
have been fixed during December of 
"last year. We find that has been post- 
poned until after the end of the con- 
tract period, namely, July 31, 1950. By 
that time we expect the genera! elect- 
ion, about which there has been se 
much talk, will have been held.

A modern High Schoo! building must 
have room for students’ lockers. These 
lockers are necessary to hold gym. 
clothes; excess books that desks will 
not accommodate, ete., and should be 
reasonably clese to classrooms. The 
only available space for lockers here is 
in the toilets. 

Physical Education is an obligatory 
sibject in grade X and lower grades. 
Where credits are offered, as in Grade 
X, it must be taken three times a week 
We, of necessity, must disregara the 
rogulations and take P.E. when the 
weather will permit of outdoor activ- 
ity. Our only gymrasiym is a basement 
room about 30 by 40 feet in the brick 
school. This is also the only play- 
ground for the Public School in bad 
weather. As a result it is usually more 
harmfn] than beneficial to take a P.E 
class there. a 

The fifth High School classroom is 
in the companion basement. in the 
brick school. In it are offered such 
classes as Typewriting, Art, Geology, 
Gen, Math. It would appear to be a 
converted furnace room, It has good 
artificial lighting, a good floor, and 
all is said. It is reached by way of the 
gymnasium (7) making the latter 
sometining of a road. : 

A modern gymnasium-auditorium is 
a “must” in a preserit day school. It 
has both social and academic uses, At 
present in our school there is no place 
that car be called an assembly room. 
I find myself handicapped in the ad- 
ministration of the school by reason of 
the fact that the students may not be 
brought together at one point, A gym- 
nasium-auditorium would provide a 
place for student social functions that 
would improve the school morale. It 
would permit the offering of a proper 
course in Physical .Baucation, It would 
facilitate the development of dramatic 
talent, a talent that ts almost entirely 
undeveloped in the town toauy. It is 
necessary for the proper presentation 
of musical concerts. Such a hall is 
absolutely necessary in any building 

program of the future, It is the great- 

est single need in the school today. ° 

What I have written must not be in- 
terprezed as a criticism of either the 

.o¢al or divisional School Boards, They 

have. probably done their best consid- 

ering that money spent on temporary 


buildings is largely wasted and assum- | 


ing that money has been none too plen 
tiful for building purposes. What we 
neéd is-a long range plan of building. 
That is impossible so long. as finances 
permit of only temporary structures. 
But, perhaps times have changed and 
that. plang can now be made. 
ideas with respect to school architec- 
ture that will be available if and when 
|the Board desires them. But the im- 
mediate objective is to convince the 
Board and ratepayers that building 
improvement is necessary in view of 
moder’ educational requireménts: 

I am afraid that this is becoming 
rather boring reading; so I will carry 
it no further other than to say that 
visitors will be welcomed at the school 
I shall be delighted to show the school 
to.any interested person. Mdividual 
teachers will have Visitors’ Days and 
give notice through their puplis. Per- 
haps we should have organized a Visit- 
ors’ Day for the whole school. A pri 
cipal reason for not doing so is sca~- 
city of chairs to seat many visitors. 
But the smaller groups will see more 
if they take the liberty to wander 
around, If I could have my way } 
would insist that all parents of High, 
School students come to school for at 
least one day in the bitterest winter 
weath¢ef or during a heavy rainstorm 
and that they follow classes in thei~ 
migrations from one schoo] to another 

I am certain that if yop fully under 
stood the conditions under which your 
children spend five and a half hours of 
each schoo] day, we would not for long 
have 4 building problem.

‘WINTER FEEDING | 
OF BEEF CATTLe- 
» At the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Swift. Current, Sask, iytensive 


investigations have been made into the i: 
‘winter feeding of live siock. «itn pros; 


pects of a limited supply of ro.ghage 
this coming winter many farmers are 
wondecing what amount of feed will 
be nevessary tu maintam beef cattie 
througn the. winter. 

The investigations of the Station on 
winter feeding have provided tne fol- 
lowing information: To maintaih beet 
cattle in normal thrifty growing con- 
dition, it requires from eight tw ten 
pounds of hay per day for a ca.f; 12 to 
14 pounds for a yearling, and 16 to ls 
pounds for a mature cow or a two- 
year old. The feeding period, if no 
pasture is avai.able, varies from 125 
to 150 days, depending on winter con- 
ditions, On the forego.ng basis, it is a 
simple matter to estimate the supply 
of hay required..If the cattle are in 
poor condition to enter the winter the 
amoun:s fed should be increased ac- 


cordingly. ‘ 
In the case of a dairy cow, or where 
the’ beef cow is also fed for tie taim 


milk supply, a satisfactory ration is 
two pounds of dry roughage for every 
100 pounds of the animal's live weight, 
and concentrates at the rate of one 
pound for every three to four pourds 
of milk produced. Alfalfa hay and 
clover hay fit in very well with thé 
cereal grains and prairie hay, and 
grain hays are more satisfactory with 
higher protein foods such as bran and 
ollceake, 

Of the grain hays, all have approxi- 
mately the same feeding value for the 
maintenance of beef cattle. Spring 
rye cut in the early dough stage has 
given good results. Some question has 
arisen as to wheat hay being too 
strong a feed for cattle, but no bad 
results have been found and it is con- 
sidered one of the best feeds for win- 
tering. It is important, says the Sta- 
tion, that plans should be made now 
to. caneerve suitablé roughages for 
winter feeding from every possible 
source.

COST REAL MONEY 

Edmonton—The old gray mare just 
ain't what she used to be. And the high 
cost of living is the reason. 

. Edmonton's horse population ‘is in 
a steady decline because it costs about 
$75 a month to keep a horse at a liv- 
ery stable and about $50 a month to 
support a milk or bakery wagon horse. 

“It costs more to keep an old nag in 
town than it does to maintain a two- 


toned convertible with dynaflow drive | 


and airfoil fenders,” says one official 
of an Edmonton firm eh pen hagn’t 
yet become mechanized. 

Demand for horses to take. sleigh 
rides or hay, rides aiso is decreasing. 
The business is dying a slow death, 
men who arranged sleigh or hay rides 
say. 

The riding academies are finding the 
customers few and far between too. 
It hasn't got to the point where rid- 
ing stables: have cancelled their lic- 
ences, but there are , Signs that some 
may do so. 

There are still the champions of the 
few horses who survived the mach- 
ine age.

“Through the kindness ana coopera- 
tion of your editor, I propose to again 
present a weekly commentary on ac- 
tivities in the Legislature for the pur- 
pose of picturing to you some of the 
Session highlights. Many contacts in 
the past indicate the. public’s appre- 
ciation of these reports made possible 
by the provision of this space by your 
editor. ; : 

‘The first session.of the eleventh 
legislature opened on Thursday, Feb- 
ruary 17th amid much dignity and 
color. Introduced by the firing of a 16 
gun salute, the House opened at 3 
o'clock with all 57 members present 
and every available space for visitors 
and spectators filled to capacity. His 
Honour, Lieutenant Governor J. C, Bo 
wen, read the Speech from the Throne 
after Mr. Peter Dawson had been chos, 
en Speaker of the Assembly. 

The Speech from the Throne has 
been characterized as one of the best 
and most far-reaching one in Alberta's 
history., 

Many of the recommendations of 
the Judge Report will be implemented 
at this Session which will provide re- 
lief to Municipalities and improvement 
districts. Further financial assistance 
is provided for Alberta Old Age Pen.~ 
sioners and: Blind Pensioners. 

Legis‘ation will be introduced to 
provide a measure of assistance to 
children and young people suffering 
from Arthritis. Three new full-time 
health units will be established, 

The Province will from now on as- 
sume the costs of construction and 
maintenance of provincial highways 
passing through towns and villages. 
Continued extensive highway con- 
struction will be undertaken’ this year 
Legislation will be introduced to per- 
mit Munieipalities or portions of Mun- 
icipalities to establish Bangs Restrict- 
ed areas. A master farmer program 
will be outlined to the House shortly 
and details of a tree planting program 
designed to assist in soil conservation 
will be discussed. Continued agsist- 
ance will be provided for the erection 
of seed cleaning plants. 

The Speech from the Throne was 
moved py Mr. Fred Coborne, M.L.A. 
from Calgary and seconded by Mr. 
Earl Hardy, M.L.A. of Bruce Constit- 
uency. Both paid tribute to the Gov- 
ernment’s record. 

As no opposition group has suffic- 
ient numbers to form the official op- 
position, no leader of the. opposition 
will be recognized: 

A motion was passed by the House 
urging the Dominion Government to 
permit companies to establish inter- 
provincial and/or international pipe- 
lines ander a general Act rather than 
each company getting the ‘rights by 
private, bills. ' 

Private bills are subject to so many 
long and often unnecessary delays 
that it can affect Alberta's oil develop- 
ment very adversely. Oil production is 
increasing to the point that no delays 
should be encountered in getting crude 
to established refineries. The motion 
was presented by Honourable Lucien 
Maynard and: Honourable N. E, Tan-

Egypt last week signed a general 
armistice with Israel, paving the way 
for final solution of the Palestine pro- 
blem. 


: The agreement, signed on the Medit- 
erranean island of Rhodes, sets up 
broad demilitarized zones by which 
Egypt surrenders all Palestine except 
Gaza and its narrow coastal strip about 
five. miles wide, Egypt's troops are 
also to be ‘withdrawn to a defensive 
line 17 to 30 miles inside her own bor- 
der. 


The r1\ew Jewish state of Israel is left 
in possession of nearly all the Negev 
desert including the: disputed Beer- 
sheba, in which all Israel has’ planned 
colonization schemes. 


In agreeing to the armistice terms, 
Egypt has. taken the lead over other 
Arab-League states in accepting the 
new state—a state which they vowed 
last May to destroy: While the arm- 
istice agreement specifically states 
that territorial questions are subject 
to final peace settlement; most obser- 
vers agree that they will be largely 
determined by the armistice line. 


The negotiations which led up to the 
signings of the agreement on the island 
of Rhodes were led by Dr. J. Ralph 
Bunche, actin United Nations mediator 
after 42 days of negotiations. 


Bunche has worked tirelessly 
throughout the discussions—often as 
long as 18 hours a day, 


Significantly, Egypt contedes that 
insistence upon the Jews’ retiring to 
their Oct. 14 lines would not serve the 
“basic purposes and spirit” of the ar- 
mistice. These were the lines from 
where Israel iaunched her two offen- 
sives in October and December, and 
won the Negev. She never returned to 
the ol] lines, even though the United 
Nations Security ‘Council twice  or- 
dered her to do so. 


The pact provides thatthe Egyptian 
brigade trapped at Faluja, 30 miles’ 
southeast of Tel Aviv, since mid-Octo- 
ber, will be withdrawn to Egypt under 
U.N. supervision, 


An armistice line is drawn from Deir 
Suneid, seven miles north of Gaza, to 
the Egyptian frontier, Within ‘this 
area the Egyptians are limited to “de- 
fensive’ forces of tliree battalions or 
2,400 men without tanks or air forces, 
The Jews are required to withdraw 
from Beit Hanun, five miles. north of 
Gaza, inside the Egyptian defence area 
The town is demilitarized. 


The armistice also provides for an 
exchange of prisoners beginning next 
week: The Jews hold nearly 1,000 Egyp 
tian prisoners-of-war while the’ Egyp- 
tians aro holding about 160 Israelis. 
An armistice commission of seven is 
created by the pact to carry ont the 
terms of the armistice, It is composed 
of three Egypians, three Israelis and 
a United Nations observer as chair- 
man, 


Trials of °* Bulgarian Protestant 
churchmen on charges of treason and 
hlack-market money dealings appear 
to be following the general pattern set 
by Cardinal Mindszenty’s trial in Hun 
gary. 

Three of the 15 defendants had been 
brought to trial by the week-end; all 
three pleaded guilty and confecsed at 
tength in open court to treason ana 
espionage. 

Bulgaria's Baptist leader, Rev. Nik- 
ola Naumov on Friday told the court 
that Bulgarian churches must .rid 
themse'ves of their United States and 
British contacts. He declared: ‘The 
time of Commuhism has come” 

Rev. Yanko Ivanov, head of ,the 
Methodist Church in Bulgaria, pleaded 
guilty on Friday also. He followed his 
plea with seven hours of self-denun- 
ciation, in which he said he no longer 
fears Communism in Bulgaria. Much 
of his speech was teken up witn a de- 
tailed confession of how he collected 
information for foreign ‘powers in or- 
der to oppose Communism. 

Latest churchman to confess to trea 
son is Rev. Vassil Ziapkoy of the Con- 
gregational Church. He was also re- 
ligious representative of the United 
Evanzelical church in Bulgaria. 
Britain, the United States and West- 
ern church groups have denounced 
charges against the Bulgarian Pro- 
testant churchmen. There are only 
about 15,000 Protestants among the 
7,000,090 people who live in Bulgaria. 
The Netherlands government — has 
announced from The Hague its deci- 
sion to release all: captured republicans 
leaders of Indonesia. 

It is reported that the government 


‘plans to transfer sovereignty over the 


' Time 


rich East Indies to a federal regime. A 
round-table conference with republi- 
can leaders is planned to open March 
12 in The Hague. 

Dutch officials will press the estab- 
lishment of a full-fledged Indonesian 
government with complete sovereign- 
ty before July 1950, the date set - by 
the United Nations Security: Council. 
Indonesian leaders were seized by 
Dutch troops.who parachuted onto the 
island capital of Jogjakarta on Dec. 19. 
On Dec. 28 the U.N. Security Council 
ordered their release within 24 hours, 
but the Dutch did not comply with the 
order. 

Tt is said in some quarters that In- 
donesion leaders may seek more det- 
inite terms from the Dutch , govern- 
ment before attending the conference.
